It two Perſons 
ſhould have heard your Lordſhip affirm that 
you had advisd with Dr. K. before you pub- 
liſh'd your Sermon, one of theſe might have 
his Reaſons for apprehending that this was 
done before (and the other as ſtrong ones for 
believing that it was done after) it was 
preach'd ; and yet neither of em contradict 
your Aſſertion. I need not apply this: Nor 
is it need ful to take Notice of any thing that 
follows in this Paper, every one of the Parti- 
culars being already Reply'd to. Dr. Snape 
Anſwers the Challenge for himſelf, in the 
publick Papers of Yeſterday, in theſe Words:

When 
Dr: Hutchinſon, at our ſecond Conference, gave 
me a tepeated Aſſurance that the Alterations 
were previous to the Preaching; part of our 
Converſation turn d on the Uſe I wou'd make of 
that Circumſtance, compar'd with his Lordſhip's 
© Appeal to God, that what he preach'd was without 
© the Knowledge of any Man living. When I read 
© the Paſſage io my Lord of Carliſie, I not only 
© xecited diſtinctly, but more emphatically than 
© the reſt, thoſe Words, (Before it was Preached,) as 
being the Circumſtance on which the Whole was 
grounded : And if his Lordſhip had taken any Ex- 
ception to thoſe Words, it wou'd have been kind, 
for the ſame Reaſon, to have forbid the whole 
Paſſage, which depended on that Suppoſition.

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What I have already offer 4 to your 
Lordſhip on theſe Heads; and was printed 
(as may be proved, if you have no weigh- 
tier Demands to make) before I could poſ- 
fibly have che peruſal of this Paper, is per- 
fectly agreeable to what the Doctor here 
advances in all the Particulars that paſs'd 
betwixt him and me. I do not diſtruſt what 
he here ſays of his Reading to me the Words 
( Before '# was Preach d) more emphatically 
than the reſt ; but I can truly ſay, that I
